AFTER AGENDA ITEMS HAD BEEN HANDLED (REFTELS), BELGIAN 
(DE STAERCKE), DEAN OF COUNCIL, SPEAKING FOR HIS GOVT 
AND AS DEAN, MADE STRONG STATEMENT OF CONGRATULATIONS 
TO PRESIDENT KENNEDY FOR CLEAR-SIGHTEDNESS, COURAGE, 
FIRMNESS, AS WELL AS MODERATION, WITH WHICH HE HANDLED
